trustees gouging through three 
lime-soaked graves Wednesday 
night unearthed the bodies of 
eight young men apparently the 
victim of a "perverted, sadistic 
clown” who sexually molested 
them, and buried them, in a boat 
shed during the last two years. 


Police said they expected to 
find more bodies in the muggy 
«bed, today. 


Elmer Wayne Henley, 17, led 
police to the scene Wednesday 
after he said he shot and killed 
Dean Corll, 33, at the man’s 
suburban 
Pasadena 
home 
to 
prevent 
him 
from 
sexually 
assaulting and killing him and. 
two 
companions. 
Corll 
is 
suspected of the masis killings. 


Henley said the four had a 
party and sniffed acrylics out 
of a bag. 


"He woke us up and was 
tying us up' and. handcuffing 
us," 
Henley 
told 
reporters 
while sitting handcuffed in a 
patrol 
ear 
near 
where 
the 
inm ates were digging up the 
rem ains. "He said he was going 
to kill us all, but first he was 
going to have his fun. 


“f Talked to Him..." 


"I talked to him and told him 
1 would do the killing if he 
would let me up and let me 
g o .” 


Henley .said he was released 
and soon grabbed Corll s .22- 
ca liber pistol and shot him. He 
called police and told them of 
Corll’s alleged sexual attacks 
and burial ground. 


"At first !t was just this guy’s 
word," 
Pasadena 
detective 
David Mullican said. "Then we 
started out and 
found 
eight 
bodies. 


"A 
guy 
like 
this 
is 
a 
perverted, sadistic clown. Evi­ 
dently he tried to cover up the 
activity by burying them. We’re 
going 
to 
check 
into 
his 
Pasadena back yard too.” 


The graves were discovered 
in one of 20 boat stalls in the L- 
shaped shed in a remote, semi- 
industrial area. Police said the 
bodies were buried beneath six 
feet of dirt and lim e and the 
stench was not noticeable until 
the 
digging 
was 
well 
under 
way. 


Four bodies were wrapped in 
cellophane bags and the others 
in bags that had deteriorated 
and collapsed as the inmates 
pulled them out.

Long Time 
"Vegetable 


WEST LAFAYETTE, tod. — 
Grown near Brussels, Belgium, 
since the 14th century, bruseels 
sprouts are an unusually in­ 
teresting and tasty vegetable. 
As « member of the cabbage 
family, it has long: been a part, 
of 
the 
American 
vegetable 
scene. 
“The part we eat is the small 
‘cabbage head’ which develops 
along' the stem of the plant in. 
the angle of each leaf,” explain* 
J o h n 
A. 
Wott, 
Purdue 
University 
extension 
home 
environment horticulturist. 
When tolly developed, these 
are V¿ inch in diameter and 
resemble miniature heads of 
cabbage. 
They are 
mild in 
flavor and rich in vitamins, as 
well as calcium, and. iron, lie 
adds. 
B r u s s e l s sprouts require 
cultural techniques similar to 
the 
cabbage. The plant 
will 
withstand temperatures 'below 
freezing and thus can be grown 
well into the fall. Actually, the 
fall crop of sprouts is usually 
of excellent quality because of 
the sunny days and light frosty 
night*. 
“Plants should be spaced 24- 
30 inches apart in the row with 
30-36 inches between rows,” 
says 
Wott. 
“ Usually 
seeds 
started in transplant beds in 
late May are ready for tran- 
«planting to garden sites by late 
July. Soil preparation would be 
similar to that used for cab­ 
bage.” 
Sprouts should form within 
two months after transplanting 
within the axils of the leaves, 
beginning with the lower leaf 
axils. 
“As a sprout matures, the 
leaf just under it often begins 
to 
yellow,” 
says 
the 
hor­ 
ticulturist, “Break the loaf off 
and then remove the sprout by 
breaking it away from the 
stalk.” 
As 
the lower leave* and 
sprouts are removed, the plant 
should continue to grow at the 
top. 
Thus, 
sprout* 
may be 
harvested for a period of six 
to eight weeks. 
Sprout» which are loot*, open» 
lacking in compactness or of 
general poor quality usually 
indicate too much exposure to 
nitrogen or hot weather.

Officials said they had print­ 
ed 120,000 copies of the new 
edition of ‘What’s Happened to 


Food Prices,” which attributes 
this year’s skyrocketing grocery' 
costs 
to 
strong 
demand by 
American consumers, booming 
world demand, declining sup­ 
ures of meat, more use of food 
stamps, increased use of proc­ 
essed “convenience’ foods,, and. 
more away-from-home eating. 
The April edition cost an es­ 
timated $5,600 for printing 140,- 
000 copies. It reported that al­ 
though. retail food 
prices in 
February were up 7.3 per cent 


from a year earlier, the rise 
was “ expected to as off*’ in 
the second half of the year. 
The new edition cost about 
$3,300 for preparation of two- 
color art work plus about $12.- 
000 for printing. The printing 
cost was estimated at about 10 
cents a copy compared with 
about 4 cents for the ad black 
and-white April edition. 
Department editors 
revising 
the new 24-page pamphlet (up 
from 16 pages in the April ver­ 


sion because of the addition of 
illustrated charts and graphics) 
retained a forecast that an. in­ 
crease in the size of beef breed­

Such was her charm 
and her hold on the Argentine

WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. — 
Adverse weather conditions last 
fall, coupled with several wheat 
diseases 
this 
spring, 
has 
reduced the supply and quality 
■of certified seed, says W. D. 
Reiss, Purdue University ex­ 
tension agronomist. 


Seed 
wheat normally 
ger­ 
minates 90 per cent or better. 
However, the first 4# samples 
received 
at 
the 
Seed 
Cer­ 
tification Laboratory at Purdue 
averaged 
only 
75 per 
cent 
germination. 


Diseases that are contributing 
to the low germination problem 
are Scab, Gibberelia zeae — the 
same organism which caused 
Gibbe relia in corn; Sep tori a, 
which causes shriveled kernels, 
and Take Alt. which rots the 


roots and causes plants to die. 
As a result, there may be a 
shortage 
of 
certified 
seed 
wheat, not only in Indiana but 
also in Ohio and Illinois, Reiss 
says. Thus, farmers may have 
to plant their own seed, which 
may also be low in germination. 
So, if you are going to plant 
your own seed this fall, send 
a sample to the State Seed 
Laboratory at Purdue. County 
Extension offices have mailing 


envelopes. The testing service 
is free, but it may require three 
to four weeks to obtain the 
results. 
Cleaning with higher volume 
air and seed treatment will be 
advisable 
this 
year, 
Reiss 
stresses.

Bumper Mosquito Crop 
Weather conditions this past 
spring have been ideal for the 
establishment of a bumper 
mosquito crop. 
Survey* indicate an abun­ 
dance of mosquito larvae with 
pestiferous adult populations in 
some locations.

“mosquito control is most ef­ 
fective when, it .is organized on 
a community-wide basis.” 
Usually It requires an outcry 
of mosquito - plagued citizens, 
however, to get such a program 
under way. Even then, there is 
generally little or no expertise 
at most community levels on 
how to go about it. 
E x t e n. s i o n entomologists, 
along with the State Board of 
Health, can provide training, on 
a limited basis, for towns and 
cities requesting such.

Wilting Tomatoes 
With higher temperatures and 
humid, wet weather during the 
past weeks, many tomato plants 
are showing signs of wilting. 
Typical symptoms include lower 
leaves turning yellow, gradually 
wilting and dying; later these 
symptoms progress upwards on 
the 
plants. 
Two 
soil-barn 
d i s e a s e s Verticilluim and 
Fusaruim wilt affect plants in 
the above manner. The control 
of wilt is to remove the plant 
from the soil so the wilt does 
not spread to other tomato 
plants. The best way to combat 
wilt is to buy plant resistant 
varieties such as Heinz 1350- 
1439, Spring Set, Jet Star, 
Burpee VF, Ace and Better 
Boy. 
Annual Bluegrass 
Poa 
Anua 
( A n n u a l 
Bluegrass) is a low growing 
winter annual grass that grows 
vigorously 
in 
cool, 
moist 
weather or shaded locations. It 
is apple green in color and 
produces hundreds of whitish- 
green seed heads. 
Annual Bluegrass completes 
its life cycle in one year, ger­ 
minating in late summer and 
early fall. It flowers and sets 
seed for germination during the 
spring. Since this grass has 
a very shallow surface root 
system, it dies or fades out with 
hot,, summer weather, thus 
leaving unsightly dead patches. 
For control, late summer fer- 
t i 1 i z a t i o n application will 
produce vigorous turf which can 
compete with annual bluegrass. 
Pre-Season 
Coat Sale 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. — 
If you’re in 'the market for * 
winter coat, the pre-season coat 
sales may be the time to buy, 
says Mrs. Billie Chambers, 
Extension clothing and textiles 
specialist at Purdue University. 
“Although 
the 
pre-season 
savings may not be as great 
as the savings of a clearance 
sale,” Mrs. Chamters says, 
“the 
pre-season 
sale 
will 
probably offer a wider selection. 
And you’ll have your coat for 
the entire season rather than 
just part of it.” 
In addition, by purchasing 
your new coat now you may 
have to pay less, than you would 
have to pay later in the season 
or next year... Mrs. Chambers 
e x p l a i n s , “Costs of raw 
materials — particularly wool 
have increased greatly during 
recent month. 
“As the fabric manufacturer’s 
costs increase, he passes them 
on to the garment manufac­ 
turer, who passes them along 
to the consumer. Merchandise 
already in the stores, in many 
cases, was produced at lower 
cost than merchandise that will 
reach 'the stores in months to 
come.” 
Mrs. Chambers warns that 
not all coats on pre-season sale 
are 
bargains. 
Some 
mer­ 
chandise may have 
been 
brought in especia .By for the 
sale and isn’t the familiar stock 
regularly carried by the store. 
“Although 
these 
‘special 
purchase’ items may be good 
quality, they may be lower 
quality than the brands regular­ 
ly sold. In this case, you may be 
paying a lower price—but you'll 
be getting lesser quality.” 


A Clean Wash 
W ith No Phosphates 
WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. For 
a little more than six months 
Indiana residents have been 
using no-phosphate detergents 
to launder their clothes. This 
lias been enough time for many 
consumers to find out that good 
l a u n d r y 
procedures 
are 
essential for getting the best 
results with no-phosphates. 
If the clothes aren’t laundered 
under the best conditions, the 
no-phosphate 
may leave a 
residue in the clothes, says Dr. 
J e a. n 
God rick, 
Extension 
clothing and textiles specialist 
at Purdue University. And 
furthermore the clothes are 
likely to be stiff and faded, 
looking. 
Also, flame retardant, finishes 
lose effectiveness after they 
have been washed in no­ 
phosphate detergent, she notes. 
If your laundry is suffering 
some of these effects from no­ 
phosphate 
detergents, 
don’t 
despair. Dr. Gooirick has some 
suggestions to help consumers 
get the cleanest possible wash 
w i t h no-phosphate laundry 
detergents: 
Mix the detergent with the 
wash water before the clothes 
are added. This allows water 
hardness minerals to' precipitate 
out before the wash cycle ac­ 
tually begins, reducing the 
amount of residue that is 
deposited on cJoth.es. 
Use the hottest water suitable 
for the fabric your’re laun­ 
dering. Generally, as water 
t e m p e r a t u r e is increased, 
cleaning effectiveness i s also 
increased — although hotter 
water can mean wrinkles will 
be set during the spin cycle. 
You can minimize the wrinkly 
problem by using a cold water 
rinse and a slow spin cycle. 
S o r t 
laundry 
carefully. 
Otherwise, fabric apea ranee 
may deteriorate quickly. 
Pretreat 
stains, 
especially 
when you’re using hot water. 
High temperatures may set 
some stains. 
Measure out and use the 
amount of detergent recom­ 
mended on the detergent box. 
Allowances are usually made 
for high levels of water hard­ 
ness and for heavily soiled 
clothes, 
The 
recoin mended 
amount should be adequate for 
keeping soil suspended in the 
wash water so that redeposition 
of the soil is minimal. Too much 
suds, however, may hinder the 
tumbling washing action needed 
to loosen soil in some washers. 
‘Even if you follow those 
recommended procedures, there 
may he a gradual accumulation 
of mineral deposits on fabrics 
w a s h e d with no-phosphate 
detergents—especially if you 
wish in hard water,” Dr. 
Goodrick points out. 
If 
the 
residue 
becomes 
noticeable, soak the clothes in 
a solution of one cup vinegar 
and one gallon water for about 
an hour, the specialist advises. 
The same acid (vinegar) soak 
will restore the effectivenes of 
flame retardant finishes inac- 
t i v a t e d 
by 
no-phosphate 
detergents. 
Dr. Goodrick warns that this 
soaking should be done in a 
plastic or other non-porcelain 
container 
rather 
than 
the 
washing machine and that 
colored fabrics should be tested 
before they are soaked. 
“Test colored fabrics for add 
resistance by applying a few 
drops of the vinegar solution to 
a hidden area of the garment 
for about five minutes,” Dr. 
Goodrick says. 
The specialist goes on to 
explain why no phosphates pose 
sepcial problems in the laundry. 
“In the no-phosphate products,” 
she says, “sodium carbonate, 
sodium silicate, or carbonate- 
silicate mixtures are comm only 
used in place of the phosphates. 
Like phosphate® these com­ 
pounds serve as water sof­ 
teners.’ 
However, the compounds in 
no-phosphate detergents soften, 
water in a different manner than 
phosphates do, Dr. Goodrick 
explains. Phosphates tie up the 
hardness minerals in a soluble 
form, but the substitute com­ 
pounds combine with the hard­ 
ness minerals to form an in- 
soluable precipitate. 
It is this precipitate, she adds, 
that is deposited on clothes, 
sometimes dulling their colors 
and making them feel stiff. 
Knowing how to deal with the 
precipitate — and other modern 
day laundry problems — is 
particularly important now, Dr. 
Goodrick notes. After all, it’s

Plant Your Fall 
Salad Bowl Now 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. — 
To enjoy a tasty salad bowl this 
fall from your own garden 
produce, action time is here. 
Salad crops such as co.'lards, 
endive, 
leaf 
lettice, 
kale, 
spinach and Swiss chard should 
be planted in August, says John 
A. Wott, Purdue University 
extension home environment 
horticulturist. 
Be sure to thoroughly clean 
and renovate the garden area 
you are going to use. If 
possible, work in some well 
decomposed organic matter and 
apply one to two pounds of a 
general analysis fertilizer per 
100 square feet of bed area, 
Mark the rows and plant the 
seeds as directed on the seed 
package. Usually, summer and 
fall seedlings can be placed 
s l i g h t l y deeper than the 
recommendation because of 
moisture shortages. 
Work diliquently to keep the 
weeds out and water the gar­ 
den. if nece.ssa.ry, to encourage 
good growth.

Wheat Yields 
In Indiana 
WEST LAFAYETE, Ind. — 
Diseases contributed materialy 
along with wet and otherwise 
unfavorable weather ,to lower 
Hoosier wheat yields this year, 
according to Purdue University 
p l a n t pathologists Gregory 
Shaner and Don Huber. 
Dr. Shaner reported that a 
fungus disease, Septorla Leal 
Blotch, was prevalent on 65 per 
cent of 'the flag leaves and 100 
per cent on all other leaves of 
An bur variety in, the Lafayette 
area. This was representative 
of the incidence of the disease 
from Lafayette and southward. 
North of Lafayette the disease 
incidence was less severe. 
Shaner believes that yield loss 
from Septoria Leaf Blotch was 
about 10 per cent for the entire 
state. 
Dr. Iiuber said yields were 
further reduced by root rot 
diseases, the most serious of 
which is a fungus, Take Ail. 
Huber estimated that nearly 10 
per cent of all wheat fields in 
Indiana were severely affected 
by 
this 
soil-borne disease. 
Yields in some of these fields 
were as low as eight bushels 
an acre — approximately an 80 
per cent reduction. About one- 
third of the fields suffered yield 
reductions of approximately 20 
per cent. About half of Indiana 
wheat fields were judged to be 
mildly affected with yield 
reductions of 10 per cent or less. 
Scab, another fungus disease, 
appeared late in the season on 
the wheat heads in many 
Hoosier fields. In .some fields 
this disease was estimated to 
have yields 20 per cent. No 
estimate of statewide losses was 
made, but reports have been 
received of poor quality seed 
wheat Scab is caused by 
Gibherelti zeae, the same 
fungus which causes a seedling 
blight, a stalk rot and an ear 
rot of corn. 
This fungus is also responsible 
for product ion of my cotoxin, 
which may cause hogs to refuse 
to eat affected grain. Hie 
severe Gibberelia ear rot in last 
year’s corn crop undoubtedly 
contributed to the prevalence of 
scab in wheat this year, ac­ 
cording to the plant pathologist. 
All 
wheat 
varieties 
ere 
susceptible to scab infestation 
which varies from year to year, 
(1 (•'pending on weather conditions 
at or shortly after flowering. 
Warm, wet or humid weather 
at this time increases severity 
of the disease. 
Scab may be seed-borne, and 
may cause a seedling blight in 
wheat 
as 
well 
as 
corn. 
Therefore, seed wheat should be 


Wilt Prominent 
WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. — 
That yellowing and wilting of 
the lower leaves on yotur tomato 
plants is probably VertkiUkim 
and Fusarium wit. 
“Many home gardeners are 
currently observing this disease 
on their tomato plants,” says 
Walter R. Stevenson, Purdue 
pathologist. 
As the disorder progresses, 
tips of shoots show a wilting 
during the day and recovery at 
night. 
If stem sections are split 
lengthwise, a discolored line of 
woody tissue between the pith 
and 'the outer .green part of the 
stem is often seen (when the 
piante are infected with the 
f u n g a l pathogens), 
says 
Stevenson. 
In advanced stages of these 
diseases, quality and quantity 
of yield may he severely af­ 
fected. 
Another problem that ok>sely 
r e s e m b l e s Fusarium and 
Verticillium wilt is walnut wilt, 
the plant pathologist adds. 
Tomatoes planted within 50 feet 
of walnut trees are injured by 
a toxin secreted by the roots 
of walnut trees. 
Hence, tomatoes should be 
planted no closer than 50 feet 
to' walnut trees. 
Best way to combat Fusarium 
and Verticilimm w it is to' plant 
w i l t 
resistant 
varieties. 
Resistant 
varieties 
include 
Heinz 1350, Heinz 1439, Sprng 
Se, Jet Star, Burpee VF, Ace, 
and Better Boy. 
Varieties 
containing 
resistance to the two wilt 
diseases are noted in most seed 
catalogs as being VF tolerant, 
notes Stevenson.

Helps Control 
Garden Insects 
WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. — 
No one gardens just to keep 
the insects happy. Certainly not 
today’s vegetable gardener. 
So what’s to be done? 
“A neat, well 'Cultivated 
garden, coupled with a close 
inspection of plants at frequent 
intervals, is one of the best 
insect control methods known,” 
says Roger T. Huber, Purdue 
U n i v e r s i t y extension en­ 
tomologist. 
‘In many years this Is all 
that is necessary in order to 
have an insect free garden,” 
he adds, 
‘for Caterpillars, 
loopers and hornworms can be 
picked from the plants and 
destroyed..’ 
An exception, however, is the 
cabbage family of vegetables 
which generally has problems 
year-in and year-out with a 
complex of small green cabbage 
worms, 
explains 
the 
en­ 
tomologist. 
Other crops in the home 
garden generally do not have 
insect problems severe enough 
to .require use of insecticides 
very year, says Huber. 
Where insecticides become 
necessary, rcady-to-use garden 
sprays and dusts may be ap­ 
plied to control the principal 
insects of vegetables, he notes. 
These insecticides 
usually 
include methoxychlor, rotenone, 
Sevin, maiathion. diazinon and- 
or pyrethrinS'. None of these 
ingredients is very toxic to 
hum: an s., and they can be used 
safely uj> to or near harvest. 
If applied often and according 
to directions, the insecticides 
will 
give 
reasonably 
good 
protection to home garden 
vegetable crop®". 
To avoid harmful residues, it 
is important that the 'Correct 
number of days elapse betwene 
the time the last spray or 'dust 
application is made and the 
time the crop is harvested. 
For a publication listing the 
type sprays and dusts to use 
to combat comon vegetable

Today its top executives say 
the “New Ampex” is on the 
road back. 
During the fiscal year ended 
April 28, Ampex had a '$3.6 
million profit—compared with a 
loss 
of 
$85.7 
million, 
the 
previous fiscal year. 
Alexander M. 
Poniatoff, 
a 
former Russian Navy Air Force 
pilot, founded Ampex in 1944 to 
produce radar equipment. The 
name was made by adding 
“ ex” 
for 
excellent 
to 
his 
initials. 
Crosby Liked It 
When World War II ended, 
the little electronics firm on the 
San Francisco peninsula picked 
up magnetic 
recording tech­ 
nology in occupied Germany 
and set about making recor­ 
ders. 
In October, 1947, Bing Crosby 
listened to the first recorder 
built by Ampex. He liked it and 
bought it to prerecord his radio 
show, a technique that quickly 
spread through radio broadcas­ 
ting. Crosby Enterprises helped 
promote Ampex. 
In 1956 the company intro­ 
duced the videotape recorder. 
It became indispensable to the 
television 
industry, 
making 
possible broadcasts across time 
zones and the instant replay 
enjoyed by sports fans. 
In 
the 
fall 
of 
1971, 
San 
Francisco 
financier 
Richard 
Elk us, an Ampex board mem­ 
ber, became concerned about a 
relatively 
modest 
loss 
the 
previous 
fiscal 
year 
which 
seemed to be continuing. He 
investigated and uncovered a 
situation which showed that the 
losses were mounting at an 
alarming rate. 
House Cleaning Ordered 
When 
the 
extent 
of 
the 
f i n a n c i a l disaster became 
known it was mostly on the 
basis of Elkus’ prestige that 
Ampex 
creditors 
gave 
the 
company time to save itself. 
There was a general house- 
cleaning 
throughout 
manage­ 
ment. 
Arthur 
H. 
Hausman 
came in as president. Elkus 
became 
'the 
full-time 
“top 
policy officer.” 
Unprofitable fields such as 
the home tape recorder and 
broadcast 
transmitters 
were 
dropped. 
Ampex 
had 
gone 
into 
a 
number of expensive royalty 
contracts for music to use on 


its tapes. This alone accounted 
for many millions of dolars 
loss. That division was shaken 
UP. 
The company continued mak­ 
ing tape recorders and auto­ 
mated tape-playing equipment 
for broadcasting. It also kept 
its computer storage equipment 
lines, recording devices such as 
those used in Skylab, and the 
music tape business. 
Better Year Predicted. 
Ampex stock, which hit a 
high of 49% in 1970, slipped to a 
low of 3V4 earlier this year. It 
is now selling a little higher. 
A 
year 
ago, 
says 
Elkus, 
Ampex was in “ a catastrophic 
situation 
... 
We 
had 
no 
agreement with our bank.” He 
Is not making predictions for 
profits this year but told a 
meeting of analysts recently 
that “it is going to be a good 
year—and good year is defined 
as a better year than last 
year.”

One development is

NEW YORK (UPI) — The 
metronome, that timing device 
every 
musician 
know’s, 
now 
also is playing a rehabilitation 
role. 
It's 
helping to correct 
severe stuttering. 
But in its new role, it’s a 
mini-metronome, small enough 
to be worn like a hearing aid. 
The whole idea: the steady beat 
of the metronome paces the 
belabored speech of the stut­ 
terer, helping 
eliminate 
the 
seemingly uncontrollable habits 
of repetition, halting, pausing. 
Dr. 
Charlotte 
Zitrin, 
the 
physician using it. says that 
“ It’s been known for a long 
time 
that 
stutterers 
don’t 
stutter, for instance, when they 
sing.” 
Dr. Zitrin is director of the 
Behavior Therapy Clinic of the 
Long 
Island. 
Jewish-Hillside 
Medical Center at New Hyde 
Park, N.Y. 
She said as best she 
can 
learn the device was developed 
by 
an Englishman who had 
used a regular metronome to 
treat his own stutter and set 
out to produce a highly portable 
one. 
Can Be Regulated 
Dr. John Paul Brady, of the 
University 
of 
Pennsylvania 
d e p a r t m e n t a l psychiatry, 
brought it to the United States, 
she said. She’s not certain how 
w idely used it may be now. 
The electric pacing device is 
built into the casing of a small 
plastic 
“ hearing” 
aid to be 
worn 
behind 
the 
ear. 
Its 
mechanism can be regulated 
for both speech and volume, 
and be adjusted as the pa tit 
progresses. 
Dr. 
Zitrin said that at the 
start of the treatment program., 
the metronome is se at a very 
slow 
pace of 60 
words per 
minute. The rate is increased 
as the patient improves, to 112 
words a minute, which corre­ 
sponds to stow normal speech. 
The 
stutterer 
visits 
the 
medical center’s clink once a 
week learning how to use and 
adjust the device. 
And 
with 
conscientious practice at home, 
most patients show noticeable 
progress within a month and 
marked 
improvement 
in 
six 
weeks. 
Six Mouths Needed 
The 
retraining 
of 
speech 
habits is coupled with psychoth­ 
erapy to help minimize tensions 
and anxieties which may cause 
or contribute to stuttering.. 
The physician said treatment 
at the d in k usually spans a 
six-month period. The patient, 
however, continues to use the 
metronome for as long as he 


considers it helpful, eventually 
getting 
away 
from 
it 
by 
gradual decrease of length to 
time used every day. 
She and other therapists at 
the clinic have used the timer 
in treatment of only a small 
sampling of patients,. But ail 
have been success stories, she 
said. All had a long history of 
stuttering and previous treat­ 
ment without seccess. 
The physician cited the case 
of one patient who was almost 
unable to speak when he came 
to thee clinic. So troubled was 
his speech, he was unable to 
give his ease history to the 
therapist. 
But there was almost instant 


improvement 
with 
the 
met­ 
ronome pacer, she said, and 
within the subsequent several 
months, he attained ease and 
fluency. 


“ We believe stutterers have 
emotional problems,” said the 
physician. “But we have not 
proved it. 
“ By 
and 
large, 
stutterers 
seem to share many of the 
same personality traits. They 
are usually unassertive, have 
low self-esteem, feel inadequate 
and 
are 
easily 
intimidated. 
Even 
though 
they 
appear 
passive and unaggressive, they 
are 
often 
feeling 
extreme, 
unexpressed anger.” 


The Battle of Lexington and
